i am  employed  at  a radio  station  in  Princeton,  and  1 found  out  the  next 
morning  that  the  same  object  was  observed  by  our  transmitter  engineer, 
who  was  located  at  tibe  antenna  farm  atop  Mount  Hose  in  Hopewell  Township, 

Mercer  county about  10  air  miles  from  my  location(R  miles  south  of 

Bomerville  and  12  miles  north  of  Princeton#)  The  engineer  viewed  the 


lights  ‘hrpugh  a very  good  pair  of  German  prismatic  binoculars,  and 
informed  me  that  he  made  out  a definite  disc  shape,  and  a complex  series

of  lights  on  the  object#  The  bright  light  was  attributed  to  some  sort  of 
powerful  be5.aon„cievice  on  the  craft's  under sido^^ 

I still  was  unconvinced,  until  Saturday  night March  4th#  The  ceiling 

was  very  low— .maybe  lo  hundre  i ft?et.  We  are  on  a number  of  flight  patlis 
and  all  aircraft  was  operating  above  the  weather#  Of  course,  no  stars  were 
visible  at  all.  However,  at  midnight  «nd  until  12:30  ayein,  1 observed 
the  "lighr"  at  a distanceof  maybe  o to  10  miles — and  operating  well  under 
tl\o  ceiling.  1 awoke  again  at  2 or  3 ayeni  to  look  for  the  object,  «nd 
it  was  suDwirig  quite  heavily  and  the  object  was  no  longer  visible. 

On  Sunday  night,  the  area  was  socked  in  by  heavy  fog,  and  nothing 
was  visible  more  than  a few  hundred  feet. 

The  object  was  again  visible  to  ine  on  monday,  tuesday,  w’ednesday,  and 
thursday  ni*e(as  this  is  being  wj-irten,  in  fact.) 

The  most  interesting  event  occurred  at  approximately  6:4t)  pyem  on 
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Wednesday  night.  1 stepped  out  into  :ny  backyard  and  saw  the  obje-'t 


directly  ove  bead,  at  an  altitude  ot  perhaps  o to  ton  miles#  1 switched 


on  a powerful  li,ht  that  iUuminat..  backyard.

iho  object’s  brif^ht  beam  s' itcfied  off — leaving?  only  a small,  non  blinkinfi 
yplit  jiXjiJCAtiSiiX  visible.  Xhe  weak..light^  remained  turned  on,  and  tlie 

powerful  bluish-white  liffht  did  not  re  Rpoear. 
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A short  time  later,  1 ai  rived  at  Princeton  University  for  a live 
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As.l  va.s  chattinr  with  our  r-ri.Ti  neer 


a very  powerful  orange  light  appeared  in  the  sky  over  the  Princeton 
area,  then  dipped  back  down  over  the  horizon.  The  phenomenon  was  also 
witnessed  by  the  chief  engineer — whom  1 pointe  d it  out  to.  Later  on 
Wednesday  night,  1 saw  the  orange  light  at  relatively  low  altitude  and 
at  a range  of  perhaps  o miles. 

Incidentally,  our  night  time  transmitter  engineer  also  saw  the  object 
on  each  of  these  occasions,  but  from  n vantage  point  10  miles  from  my 
location . 

heiing  a professional  newsman,  I looked  for  a possible  explanation. 

I Kixiii'^cal  led  P I 0 at  XiCSXXXX  McGuire  A F B to  ask  if  any  new  type 
V T 0 L*s  might  be  operating  in  the  area.  They  said  absolutely  not — that 
exnerimental  craft  do  not  normally  use  the  facilities  at  incGmire. 

ffhea  1 suggested  that  i write  to  Blue  Book,  they  agreed  it  might  be 


a good  idea.  Incidentally,  1 am  interested  in  aviation,  and  am  familiar 
with  most  types  of  aircraft  flying.  I ani  guile  convinced  tl\at  at  no  tyx 
time  was  1 observing  a conventional  aircraft,  a satellite,  or  any  star, 
planet,  or  meteor. 

Another  employ ^,e  of  the  radio  station  says  he  saw  the  object  at 
very  low  aititudr  last  Wednesday  night  over  the  city  of  Trenton.  With 
him  at  the  time  were  several  Trenton  city  policemen  and  members  of  a local 
rescue  sruad.  The  altitude  was  estirna»ed  at  no  more  than  oOO  feet.  Thoy 
also  say  that  two  F-10r>'s  from  McGuire  suddenly  appeared  and  appeared  to 
pursue  the  object. 

That  5s  about  all  J can  relate  about  the  incident.  I can  say  that  1 
have  carefully  checked  each  local  police  department  in  the  area,  and 
found  they  have  recieved  no  reports  from  area  residoni.s.  I think  1 know 
why.  Xlie  object  does  not  nake  any  rapid  or  exagerrated  movements,  and 
apoears  to  be  trying  to  make  itself  as  inconspicuous  as  possible(re  the 
business  with  dimaiing  the  lights  when  i turned  on  mine.) 

As  for  myself,  1 am  32  years  old  and  liave  a college  education. 

I am  vaguely  familiar  with  airolanes,  having  flown  a little  while  in 
college.  1 have  informed  my  local  police  depaitment  of  these 

happenings,  but  ap  )arently  t!iey  have  not  yet  seen  the  object.  (more; 
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Frankly,  1 don't  see  how  they  could  miss  it.(Tlien  »;?Rin,  maybe  they  have 

seen  it  since  1 reported  it  Sunday  nirht.) 

Admittedly,  my  siphtin/r  is  not  th^'  best.  At^no  time  have  i boon 
able  to  make  out  the  shape  that  (t  jes  with  the  li/^hts.  I have  only  Sccn  the 
objec+-  at  very  hi^h  altitude,  and  from  a distance.  1 do  not  have  either 

a telescope  or  « p»ii  of  hiuOcUiars. 

Incidentally,  there  were  several  pood  siphtinps  in  this  general  area 
last  fall,  although  1 did  not  see  any  of  them  myself.  They  were  generally 

10  miles  north  of  my  location. 

I hope  this  will  be  of  some  value  to  your  work,  heinp  a newsman,  I am 
not  easily  shaken,  but  1 do  think  some  additional  study  should  be  made 
of  all  unexplained  aerial  phenomena. 
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
